Her skirt was black cloth, her white 
lingerie shirtwaist embroidered and el- 
bow sleeved, her black hat ‘rimmed with 
black roses and ribbon. She wore a 
black dotted veil and long black silk 
‘gloves. She made a good witness, talk- 
ng distinctly and slowly. 

She said, “I heard him say he'd 
mash her face all over the pillow one 
day in the latter part of November! 
She was sick in bed and he went in 
her room.

This he did, and 
when Caldwell later éntered the barn 
he found that Butler had loaded three 
bags on the wagon and a fourth was 
lying on the floor of the barn. 

Caldwell says he lifted this bag into 
the wagon himself and found it heavy, 
although Butler had said it was filled 
with corks such as are used bv fisher- 
men for nets. This bag, Calawell SavVs, 
disappeared. Acting on the theory that 
this bag contained tne body ef the 
child, the detectives decided to charge 
Butler with murder.

The search for Horace Marvin bece 
almost a national affair. Letters re- 
ceived by the boy’s father indicated 
that men and wemen in all parts of the 
ceuntry were looking for him, and the 
State of Delaware also took a hand in 
the hunt.

Southern Methodist Educators 
Talk of Needed Work. 


The educational convention of the M. 
E. Church South, which has brought 
together in St. Louis the most _promi- 
nent educators of the church, resumed 
its sessions Wednesday at Centenary 
Phurch, Sixteenth and Pine streets. 
Speeches were made at the morning 
session by Rev. Dr. J. D. Hammond of 
Nashville, Dr. James H. Kirkland, 
chancellor of Vanderbilt University of 
Nashville, Prof. W. KR. Webb of the 
Webb School of Bellbuckle, Tenn.;: Rev 
Dr. John C. Kilgo, president of Trinity

Just what game the Democrats who 
took the extreme stand against the ad- 
ministration are trying to play was not 
iInade plain. The inference might be 
that a considerable part of the anti- 
Folk Democrats are working for politi- 
cal help from the liquor interests and 
yet that could be untrue, though proba- 
bly it is not. This small Democratic 
faction was led by Oliver of Pemiscot 
and Conran of New Madrid. Oliver is 
a& pronounced anti-Folk man. Conran 
has been recently exploited as a can- 
didate for chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee as the representative 
of the reactionary element of the party, 
those who are tired of reforms. They 
had at different times help from city 
Democrats ‘and some Democrats from 
counties where the saloons are never 
closed, nights, days or Sundays. 

After some minor amendments, like 
reducing the salary of the Excise Com- 
missioner from $3600 to $3000 a vear, had 
been adopted, Conran sprang an 
amendment requiring the Excise Com- 
missioner to give a bond for $10,000, up- 
on which any saloon keeper whose 
license was revoked might sue and re- 
cover judgment if the revocation was 
unjust. It would mean that every sa- 
loon keeper who lost his license would 
sue the Excise Commissioner. The 
amendment was adopted with a rush. 

A few minutes tater a motion to re- 
consider and strike out that amend- 
ment was beaten by four votes. The 
roll call on the motion to strike out 
shows how the House stood on most 
of the votes, though Hughes and Grif- 
fith, who voted with Conran on that 
question, did not always support him 
on other measures. In this vote the 
friends of the excise bill, which, by the 
way, is the bill that prohibits brew- 
eries from owning saloons, voted aye 
and the rest voted no. The Democrats 
who voted against the administration 
are: Casey, Chancellor, Conran, Cran- 
dall, Heathman, a:uck, Hughes, Inglish, 
Johnston of Pettis, Lyles, McDermott, 
Moroney and Oliver.

NO PARDON FOR DOLAN. 
His Wife Knows of No Recent 
Effort to Obtain Freedom. 


Mrs. John P. Dolan, whose husband, 


“Long John’ Dolan, former Demo- 
cratic committeeman from the Twenty- 
fourth Ward, is serving a sentence in 
the Federal prison at Leavenworth, 
Kan., for participation in fraudulent 
naturalization, has heard nothing of an 
effort said to have been made recently 
to obtain his pardon. 

Mrs. Dolan was told by a Post-Dis- 
co reporter Wednesday morning of 
Vashington dispatches detailing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's third review of her 
husband's case and of his definite re- 
fusal to grant clemency. 

“Tf any one has been active in my 
husband's behalf I don’t know who it 
is,’ said Mrs. Dolan. “I knew of for- 
mer appeals to President Roosevelt, but 
no one has recently told me that an ap- 
plication for pardon or a reduction of 
my husband's sentence was pending. I 
hope that some one wil! succeed in free- 
ing my husband, or at least In lessening 
his sentence. He has suffered too much 
already.’ 

According to information from Wash- 
ington, Judge . PP. Dyer,: who, as 
United States District Attorney, prose- 
cuted Dolan, Thomas J. Barrett, Mar- 
shal of the St. Louis Court of Appeals; 
Patrolman Garrett and several other 
Democratic politicians for complicity in 
the fraudulent naturalization of aliens, 
is one of those who has recommended 
leniency. Judge Eimer B. Adams, be- 
fore whom the men were tried, is said 
to have refused to make any such ree- 
ommendation. The Attorney-General, 
through his pardon attorney, is also 
said to have opposed any executive act 
of clemency toward Dolan and the oth- 
ers.

Balkan Land on Verge of Civil 
War Has Good 
Rulers, 


Roumania, which is just now 
throes of a peasant rising that is ap- 
proaching something like a civil War, 
has been described by the picturesque 
Harry de Windt as “a Latin island in 
a Slavonian sea.” The language 15 
Latin, with a seasoning of Slav, and 
the people, particularly in Bucharest, 
the “Paris of the Balkans,’’ are In their 
pleasure-loving disposition eminently 
and typically Latin. 

And car a people to whom the eth- 
nological adjective ‘“‘romarice”’ is ap- 
plied it is appropriate that a true Queen 
of Romance should reign. Queen Eliza- 
beth of Roumania is “Carmen By tye. . 
the poetess,.the beautiful, kindly an 
talented Queen. A Princess of Nassau, 
she married King Charles in 1869, ac- 
cepting him appropriately during a 
Beethoven festival at Cologne. 

It is the Queen's great grief, 
her people's, that the marriage is child- 
less. The little Princess, born in 18/0, 
died at the age of 4. The succession, 
therefore, fell upon the Kings elder 
brother. Prince Leopold, but he re- 
nounced his rights in favor of his som 
Prince William, and he in his turn In 
favor of his brother, Ferdinand. By & 
decree of the King in 1889, rince er” 
dinand was created Crown Prince 0O 
Roumania. 

How Queer Got Pet Nam 

Rut “Carmen Sylva” is the : 
the Roumanians. The story of how 
Her Majesty adonted her charming 
“nen name” is typical of her tempera- 
rent. 
mW hile paving a visit to the elemen- 
tarv school for girls at Jassy. she 
asked a little maid if she knew who 
“Carmen Sylva” was. “Yes,"’ replied 
the child, it is the name of the Queen 
when she writes books.” “And what 
does it mean?” persisted the Queen. 
The child was silent, and the Queen 
answered her own question. “When T 
was a child like vou,” she said, “‘T 
loved to ramble through the forest, 
and used to wish T could sing like the 
birds. That is whv T took the namé, 
because ‘carmen’ means a song, and 
‘sviva’ a forest.”

Sheis 
famous as a dramatist. a poet, paint- 
er and musician, as an architect; a 
worker in tapestry and embroidery, 
and a scientist. 

Lives Near Her People. 

Queen Klizabeth is a large-souled 
woman. is devoted to philanthropy in 
a practical and most poetic way. and 
she gives all proceeds of her writings 
to the poor of her country, and her 
gzreatest care is the develonment o 
its resources and the encouragement 
of its industries. 

“Carmen Sylva” is as unconvention- 
Al as she is kind hearted. She is the 
Onueen of the people. In Bucharest. 
the roval palace is so near the stréet 
that passers-hy ean see into the win- 
dows as easily as into a St. Louis cor- 
rer flat. 

The King. then Prince Charles of Ho- 
henzollern-Sigmaringen, a lieutenant in 
a Prussian regiment. was elected Prine 
of Roumania in 1866. Every one, in- 
cluding Bismarck. anticipated disaster. 
“Go. by all means,” said the Chancellor 
to the voung Prince. ‘‘For even if vou 
don’t stay vour adventure will supply a 
pleasant memory.” 

But Prince Charles showed himself a 
man. He staved, and modern Roumania 
iwthe result. In the Russo-Turkish war 
of W777. Roumania sided with Russia, 
and Prince Charles and the Roumanian 
troops practically won Plevna. tesuit, 
at the Berlin Conference in 1878 Rou- 
mania was recognized as a soavereirzn 
independent State. and in 1881 Prince 
Charles became King Charles. 

Built Modern Nation. 

King Charles has built up a patriotic 
army of the first-class, well armed and 
equipved, and today he haz at his com- 
mand, ready’ to play a decisive part in 
the history of Europe, some half a mil- 
lion men. 

He has inaugurated

The Jews are keen and prosperous. 
The Roumanian peasants are unedu- 
cated poor, and diseased, 50,000 of them 
dying in the year 1905 from eating un- 
ripe maize. 

And with these f-onditions great trou- 
ble has come to the country, which for 
years has been the one bright spot in 
the Balkans: to the King, who -has 
proved his unselfish sagacitv; to the 
Queen, whose name is revered wherever 
men love beautiful deeds. 
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Advises Supreme Court Justice 
in a Postal Card Com-. 
munication.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—A post-card 
communication of a remarkable charac- 
ter was handed to the Clerk of the 
Yourt just as the argument of the case’ 


of William Spaugh was concluded be- 
fore the Supreme Court yesterday. The 
card was closely written and signed by 
Rev. P. B. O Laughlin, a Catholic. priest. 
rhe card was dated at Rolla, Mo. The 
clerk turned the letter over to Chief 
Justice Fuller. 

Neither Assistant Attorney-General N. 
T. Gentry nor Spaugh’s attorney know 
the writer. The writer says that the 
information on the card was given to 
him by, people of Salem. Just how this 
county gets into the case is puzzling the 
authorities. The communication read as 
follows: 

_Rolla, Mo., April %)  1907.—Hon. 
Sirs: Having been called in a spiritual 
capacity to see William Spaugh Jr., and 
without interest in his temporal affairs, 
it has been borne in on me by the 
unanimous opinion of citizens of Salem, 
Mo., and by the facts in the case, that 
if said William Spaugh be executed 
it will be a legal murder, and as crimi- 
nal as if the mob had had its way. 

(a) The Sheriff shot brought his death 
on himsejf by his unfitness for his of- 
fice and his drinking. 

(b) The brother now serving a life 
sentence did the shooting, and it was 
no more than manslaughter—William 
did not shoot. 

(c) The trials of both were ‘miscon- 
ducted in every way, amid a wild cla- 
mor for blood by a political coterie of 
which judges and lawyers of both sides 
were meinbers. It was all spite and re- 
venge. The Sheriff summoning jury 
was 4 cousin of the one killed. Half 
the jury in William’s case had _ ex- 
pressed themselves in advance as go- 
ing to hang him. Change of venue 
was not allowed outside of the wildly 
excited and ring district. New trial 
was unfairly refusea, lawyer for de- 
fense spirited away and made drunk, 
and all wrong from first to last.

Gentry, assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, filed his printed brief and _re- 
viewed the evidence and proceedings 
in the circuit courts of Iron and Rey- 
nolds counties, and insisted that every- 
thing was done to give the Spaugh 
brothers, as well as their mother, a fair 
and impartial trial. 

As to the charge of irregularity in 
the confinement .of Spaugh in the Jail 
at St. Louis, instead o1 in the Reynolds 
County Jail, until the day of execu- 
tion, Mr. Gentry said that such a sug- 
gestion was not worthy of the consid- 
eration of the Court, as the Missouri 
Statute provided for the removal of a 
prisoner from the County Jail of one 
county to that of another county for 
safe-keeping. <A decision may be an- 
nounced next Monday.

COMMEMORATION AS FAD 


We Started It With the Cen- 
tennial Exposition and Oth- 
ers Have Taken It Up. 


During the past week—i0 days in ad- 
vance of the Jamestown Exposition— 
the United States Government placed 
on sale at postoffices throughout the 
land a new and handsomely designed 
set of postage stamps which will be sold 
until the close of the exhibition that 1s 
to be held in commemoration of the 
settlement of the historic old town of 
which there is nothing left now but 
crumbling ruins. 

Millions of these little upper-right 
corner envelope stickers will be sold and 
used during the next six months and 
they will soon be as familiar to the 
general public as are the other com- 
memorative stamps that have been is- 
sued by this Government. 

This country was the first to issue a 
commemorative stamp—the Centennial 
envelope of 1876—and while it was more 
than a decade before any other gov- 
ernment followed the example there 
have been many such issues during ‘the 
past 20 years. 

The first country to take the cue from 
the United States was New South 
Wales, which in 1888 issued a set of 
stamps to commemorate the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the colony. Hong 
Kong in 1891 celebrated its semi-cen- 
tennial as a colony by over-printing, or 
surcharging, one stamp of tiie issue 
then current. 

But the era 
practically ushered in 
versary of the discovery 
and since 1892 the issue of commemo- 
rative stamps has been a popular fad 
with the postal authorities of the vari- 
ous world powers. 

The Columbian Stamp Fad. 

This land was not alone in issuing 
Columbian stamps, for in 1892 and IS895 
Argentina, Porto Rico, Salvador and 
Venezuela used postal carriers in cele- 
bration of the American discovery, 
while Trinidad brought up the rear 
with an issue in 1898, a little late, but 
not less to the point. It has been widely 
commented on that. although Spain's 
money and men plaved such a con- 
spicuous part in the onening up to the 
world of the Western Hemisphere, that 
country did not join the procession .of 
Columbian stamp: makers and only one 
of its colonies took note—postally—of 
the advent of the four hundredth an- 
niversary of Colimbia’s triumph. The 
colony in question was Porto Rico, and 
its issue of 18923 was of one stamp de- 
picting the landing of the discoverer. 

Portugal eaugbt the commemorative 
stamp fever in 1894 and within four 
vears got out no less than three sets, : 
of which are very interesting. The fi 
was the Prince Henry set. Then came 
the St. Anthony of Padua set, showing 
the saint in various scenes from his 
life on the face and bearing on the 
back of each a prayer of thanksgiv- 
ing, the latter printed in Latin. After 
this Portugal issued the Vasca da Gama 
in commemoration of the discovery 
of India. All three of these series of 
stamps were duplicated for the sey- 
eral Portuguese colonies. The discov- 
ery of India was also recognized upon 
its anniversary by the surcharging of 
the stamps of the Mozambique coin- 
pany.

Mauritius and 
Montenegro each had a two hundredth 
anniversary stamp, and Peru directed 
atrention to the. national anniversary 
with a specially designed stamp issued 
in 1897, 
Stamp for the Mikado's Wedding. 


There have been a number of stamp 
issue, too, in commemoration of events 
and achievements in the modern history 
of governments. In 192 the Argentine 
Republic Signalized the opening of the 
port of Rosario by printing an appro- 
priate stamp. The silver wedding anni- 
versaryv of the Mikado of Japan in 1894 
was the occaston for a stamp. To cele- 
brate success in the war with China 
another stamp was issued by Japan, 
and when the Prince Imperial was mar- 
ried in 1899 still another stamp Was is- 
sued by that Government. ! 

A fine stamp set was issued by Neth- 
erlands when Wilhelmina ascended the 
throne.

Hand Convinces Owners, 
OWENSVILLE, Ind., April # 

OT one dog is left in ¢ ‘vynthiana, a 
condition that probably not 
prevail in any other town of 1000 

inhabitants in the country. 

The of man’s canine friends 
is due to the fact that an epidemic of 
hydrophobia rages around the town. A 
condition without a parallel in the State 
prevails there, 

On account of the extensive territory 
over which the epidemic rages, the at- 
tention of prominent bacteriologists of 
this and nei hboring been 
aroused, and they are 
watching the progress 
with intense interest. 

Naturally the persens living in the in- 
fected district are greatly excited and 
they have helpeu to keep the disease 
withtn its present confines by submitting 
to the mournful ordeal of having their 
dogs killed, a number of Which were 
Valuable, 

So alarming did the situation become 
al Cynthiana that the Town Council 
ordered the Marshal, William Mont- 
£xomery, to patrol the streets with a 
shotgun and kill every dog running at 
large. The Marshal, who is a veteran 
of the Civil War, c¢ urried out the edict 
With fidelity, and every dog in the com- 
munity fell before his aim. So popular 
has the prejudice against dogs become 
that it will be a long time before they 
will be tolerated here again. 

So far, the ravages of the mad dogs 
have been confined to cattle and horses, 
and luckily no person has been bitten, 
though many have had narrow escapes 

Towns Business Suffered. 

The business interests of Cynthiana 
Suffered keenly. at first from the lull in 
trade caused by the epidemic. Farmers 
Stayed away from town, and no mill 
or loom end sales could induce them 
to leave their homes. Cynthiana was 
practically isolated until the citizens 
joined hands in an effort to check the 
contagion of hydrophobia by bringing 
about the complete annihilation of the 
canine population. 

So successfully did the plan work that 
business in Cynthiana revived and the 
town is no longer dubbed the ‘‘deserted 
Village’ by its envious neighbors. Other 
towns in Indiana’s ‘‘Pocket’’ have gone 
through a similar experience with the 
mad-dog scare, but in the community 
around Cynthiana the epidemic has ap- 
peared in a more pronounced form. 

The trouble at Cynthiana began with a 
Visit of a.stray dog which was suf- 
fering from rabies and which attacked 
a number of horses. Three horses be- 
longing to Clarence Nesbet, living a mile 
west of Cynthiana, were lost through 
the disease. Mr. Nesbet savs the horses 
were bitten on the nose by the stray dog 
that passed through his farm. 

Four weeks later the animals began to 
show unmistakable signs of being af- 
flicted with rabies. ‘From the inocula- 
tion by the bite of a rabid dog or other 
rabid animal, a variable time elapses 
hefore the development of any symptom. 
This time may be eight days or it may 
be several months: It is usually about 
four weeks, as in this case. The first 
symptom is an irritation of the original 
wound. This wound, which may have 
healed completely, commences to itch 
until the victim rubs or bites ft into a 
new sore. The animal then becomes ir- 
ritable and vicious. It is keenly sus- 
ceptible to moving objects; excessive 
light, nolses, the entrance of an at- 
tendant or any other disturbance -will 
cause the patient to be on the defens- 
ive 


Hiorses Are Killed. 
Nesbet states that his 
not permit him to enter 
and that they would bite 
the manger into kindling wood.

At times there was 
an excessive sensibility of the skin, 
which’ if irritated by the touch brought 
attacks of violence. All three of 
animals had to be killed.

After the Nesbet horses were killed, 
reports of similar afflictions came in til 
it was clear the mad dog had ravaged 
the herds and barnyards over a wide 
atretch of territory. Dr. A. kL. Marvel 
sent the heads of several affliced ani- 
mals to the State Bacteriologist, who 
confirmed the diagnosis. 

Before this was done, owners refused 
to obey the order from the authorities 
to kill their dogs as the only possible 
way to eliminate the contagion, but now 
everybody in and around Cynthiana is 
a firm believer in hydrophobia and is 

watching his own domestic stock, 

Farmers in general are rapidly get- 
ting away from the notion that a farm 
is not complete without a dog and are 
following the ‘“‘no dog” policy with a 


vengeance.

10. BE AEDEEMED 


Vast Tropical Water-Covered 
Wastes of Florida Will 
Be Drained. 








RICHEST LAND KNOWN 





Completion of Reclamation Will 
Forge Ahead. 


To most minds the name or Ever- 
glades has an indefinite meaning, car- 
rying with it an idea of indians and al- 


ligators, pathless forests and immense 
surfaces of water, says the Technical 
World Magazine. Yet within this region 
operations are going on to drain the 
great waste, which will make Florida 
a very important agricult-ral state. By 
national legislation, Florida was ap- 
pointed a sort of trustee over these 
lands years ago. 

Of the milllons of acres comprising 
the swamp and overflowed lands which 
became the property of the State as 
stated, legislatures subsequently grant- 
ed and trustees have deeded to railroads 
and other corporations and to individ- 
uals, for cash and internal improve- 
ments, a very large share, leaving only 
about three miflion acres now vested in 
the State. 

Feasibility of Plan Shown. _ 

It was generally considered impossible 
to reclaim them, as they were thought 
to be on the sea level and directly af- 
fected by the ocean tides. Since the 
establishment of the trustees, the belief 
in the. feasibility of drainage has 
grown with every survey, and engineer- 
ing investigation and spasmodic efforts 
have been made to effect a reclamation 
of a portion of the area. 

Since 1881 surveys have been made by 
corporation, State and national engi- 
eers from Lake Okechobee~ along the 
Kissimmee River, from Lake Okechobee 
to the gulf, from Lake Okechobee to 
the Atlantic. All of the makers of these 
surveys agree in the particular that 
Okechobee, the reservoir of the region, 
is 21 feet above the sea level and seem 
confident that this amount of fall in 
the short distance from Okechobee to 
ocean wil make drainage an_ en-

culty. . 
Governor at Head of Work. 

Basing his plans upon these sur- 
veys, Napoleon B. Broward, the pres- 
ent Governor, as chairman of the 
Board of Trustees of the Internal 
Improvement Fund, is prosecuting 
work. in the name of the State, on 
the Atlantic side. He proposes to 
cut at least six canals, one hundred 
and twenty feet wide and ten feet 
deep, from Lake Okechobee to the 
ocean. 5 

The canals will cover the section 
between Jensen and Fort Lauderdale 
on the east coast, embracing, in round 
numbers, a region of 8,000,000 acres. 

These lands are not only adapt- 
able to sugar cane culture, but are 
also the best of their kind for truck 
farming and citrus fruit culture, The 
lands of Manatee, Hillsborough, Lee, 
De Soto. Polk, Dade, St. Lucie and 
Volusia counties have become recog- 
nized in the last few years as the 
best orange and truck producing 
lands in the United States. 

Single acres which elsewhere pro- 
duce a few bushels of wheat or corn, 
a bale or two of cotton, or support a 
cow or two, in this region are pro- 
ducing ranges and truck farm pro- 
ducts aggregating In value from $500 
to $1500 per acre. Land now worth- 
less will sell for $100 an acre when 
drained. 

Improvement of Vast Importance. 

The importance of this immense 
undertaking can with difficulty be 
comprehended. It is estimated in 
figures which can scarcely. be under- 
stood by the ordinary mind. 

The reclamation of this land means 
the addition to Florida of nearly as 
much cultivated land as she now has.

Miss Sylvia Gay Edwardes was maid 
of honor to the late Queen Victoria, 
and although still a very young wom- 
an, may be said to be the ‘“‘dean”’ of 
the quartet. She is the daughter of 
Mrs. Henry Edwades and a grand- 
daughter of the third Baron Kensing- 
ton. 

Miss Violet Mary Vivian is a daugh- 
ter of Baron Vivian. She and her twin 
sister, Miss Dorothy Maud, are beau- 
tiful young women and great favorites 
in London society. The latter, who was 
also maid of honor, married in 1065 Ma- 
jor-General Douglas Haig. . She held a 
post also under Queen Victoria. 

Miss Margaret Dawnay is a sister of 
Viscount Dawnay, and Blanche Las- 
celles is a granddaughter of the fourth 
Earl of Harewood and a niece of the 
present Earl.
